An  Act  to  prpvide  for ‘the  constitution  arid 
Regulation  of  an  Armed  Force of  the— 
State  for  Protection  and  Security  of 
Government , Treasuries;  Institutions 
owned  and  controlled  by  the  State  and 
also  to  provide  Protection  and  Security 
to  the  Autonomous  Bodies,  Establish- 
ments, Institutions,  Industrial  Under- 
takings and  the^  Employees  of  all 
such  Industrial  undertakings  and  for 
maters  connected  therewith  or  inciden- 
tal thereto. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Andhra  Pradesh 
in  the  Forty- second  Year  of  the  Republic 
of  India,  as  follows:-  '«

{3]  Every  ruie  made  under -this  Act, 
shall  immediately  after  it  is  made,  be 
laid  before  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
the  state  if  it  is  in  session  and  if  it  is 
not  in  session,  in  the  session  immediately 
following,  for  a total  period  of  fourteen 
days  which  may  be  comprised  in  one  session 
or  in  two  successive  sessions,  and*  if 
before  the  expiration  of  the  session  in 
which  it  is  so  laid  or.  the  session  imme- 
diately following  the  Legislative  Assembly 
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Agrees  in  nakiug  any.  modification  in  the 
rule  or  ii  the  annulment 'of  the  rjile#  the 
rule  shall  from  tho„date  on  which  the 
modificatii  a or  annulment  is  notified, 
have  effect  only  in  such  modified  form  or 
shall  stand  annulled  as  the  case  may  be, 
so  however,  that  any  such  modification  or 
annulment  shall  beL  without  prejudice  to 
the  validity  of  anything . previously  done 
under  that  rule.  ' h
